Kellogg Announces That 
Nation Adheres to Offer 
of Americas. 


BOLIVIA CONSIDERS 
PARLEY’S PROPOSAL 


Attitude of La Paz Delegate 
Here and Activity of 
League Stir Fears. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

American solidarity in the interest 
of peaceful settlement of disputes on 
this continent now depends upon the 
Republic of Bolivia. Paraguay has 
formally accepted the proffer of good 
offices by the Pan-American conference 
which is meeting here. 

This leaves Bolivia temporarily in the 
isolated position of being the single 
American nation out of 21 which Is 
thinking in terms of war and thereby 
risking all the consequences which may 
be expected to flow from the moral 
force certain to be aligned against her. 
The prospect of a changed attitude on 
the part of Bolivia is, however, regarded 
aS distinctly encouraging despite the 
somewhat defiant attitude of the Bo- 
livian delegate in the address he yester- 
day made to the committee on con- 
cillation of the conference. 

Secretary of State Kellogg announced 
Paraguay’s acceptance of the proffer of 
good effices last evening. 

Announcement Made Here, 


The announcement from the State 
Department here was as follows: 

“The Paraguayan Government has 
telegraphed to the chairman of the in- 
ternational conference of American 
states on conciliation and arbitration 
accepting the offer of good offices 
tendered by the conference. 

“The chairman of the conference 
has also received a telegram from the 
Bolivian government stating that the 
matter has been submitted to the 
president and congress of Bolivia and 
adding that a decfinite reply will be 
sent shortly.” 

The news of Paraguay’s acceptance 
came after a day of undisguised anxiety 
in conference circles. 


Threats Have Been Withheld. 


It was feared that the border clashes 
between Bolivian and Paraguayan 
troops might assume more extensive 
proportions before the two governments 
directly concerned fully realized what 
an outbreak of actual war might mean 
to the cause of peace and unques- 
tionably would mean to the two 
nations involved. 

There has ‘been a studied effort on 
the part of the conference here to 
avoid anything remotely resembling a 
threat to either Bolivia or Paraguay 
but it has been frankly stated that if 
the sparks of war conflagration begin 
to ignite it will be necessary to see 
that they are extinguished no matter 
what obstacles loom to prevent the 
functioning of the peace machinery 
operating now from Washington. 

League Action Is Hindrance, 


Two obstacles were apparent yester- 
day when the committee on concilla- 
tion of the conference held its session. 
The first was the continued defiant 
attitude of Bolivia, as expressed by 
Diez de Medina, the Bolivian delegate, 
in a speech to the committee. The 
second was the apparent determina- 
tion of the League of Nations to in- 
trude itself into the controversy, de- 
spite plain intimations that such ac- 
tion may have a harmful effect on the 
program which the conference has 
adopted for the preservation of peace. 

Secretary of State Kellogg declined 
yesterday to comment on the league's 
activities. Various other delegates, 
however, expressed the fear that the 
league will not heed the warning to

La Paz, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The com- 
mander of the Bolivian frontier forces 
has been ordered to halt the army’s 
advance, and to cease attacks on Para- 
guayan troops. This information was 
contained in the reply of the Bolivian 
Government to the president of the 
councl) of the League of Nations, an- 
nounced tonight, but 
yesterday.

Ascuncion, Paraguay, Dec. 17 (A.P.). 
Paraguayans have rushed to arms by 
the thousands during the last 24 hours, 
and many already have left the cap- 
ital for the north. It was announced 
officially that of 50,000 volunteers who 
presented themselves yesterday to mili- 
tary headquarters, 30,000 were accepted 
and incorporated into the army as of- 
icers and soldiers. 

Three steamers, carrying numerous 
forces combining both units of the 
regular army, many civilian volunteers 
and officers belonging to the military 
reserves left during the night for an 
unnamed destination. 

Many of those who sailed had en- 
listed at the armories only the preced- 
ing day. Despite the: lateness of the 
sailing hour, the marching troops were 
accompanied to the ships by an enor- 
mous crowd, cheering enthusiastically. 

The city today presented an unusual 
Sight, with war prepaartions in evidence 
everywhere. Automobiles and trucks 
rolled rapidly along the streets carrying 
volunteers to the concentration quar- 
ters. 

Great crowds stood in line in front of 
the war office and the military academy 
awaiting their turn to be enrolled. Most 
of the men in the line were accompanied 
by their mothers, wives or sweethearts. 
universally maintaining a brave calm. 
Several military officers who were exiled 
after a revolt some years ago, returned 
to the capital today, ready 
against Bolivia. 

The minister of war today ordered 
that all arms jn possession of civillans 
be immediately turned over to the gov- 
ernment. A sanitary service was organ- 
ized during the day, and Dr. Gubetich, 
one of the foremost physicians of the 
country. volunteered his services to di- 
rect a medical corps. 

Congress has been convoked for ex- 
traordinary sessions to take measures 
Made necessary by the international 
crisis. President Guggiari remained at 
the government palace until late at 
night, discusisng the situation with 
members of the cabinet. 

Paraguay today accpted the offer of

ILL-TATED SHIP SUNK 
ONCE MORE IN TEST 


Divers Then Attach Huge 
Chains in Experiment of 
Lifting the S-4 Swiftly. 


TRIBUTE IS PAID TO DEAD 


Aboard U. S. 8S. Chewink, off Block 
Island, R. I., Dec. 17 (A.P.).—On the 
first anniversary of its sinking with a 
loss of 40 men, the submarine 8-4 was 


sent to the bottom of Long Island 
Sound today. and with a gale howlin 
above them divers went down to he 
side to test newly developed safeguards 
against undersea disasters. 

The submarine was sunk in 55 feet 
of water. The divers then went below 
to attach huge chains to four lifting 
hooks, or “dead eyes,” which had been 
placed amidship on each side of the 
hull. Pontoons are to be sunk cogs 2 
side the submarine and made fast to 
these chains. As the air is pumped 
into them they will lift the submarine 
to the surface. 

Where the operations of attachin 
the pontoons previously has require 
days, it was hoped the new equipment 
would make it possible to complete 
the work in a few hours. 


Sunk in 17 Minutes. 


Preparations for the experiment were 
completed aboard the submarine rescue 
ship Falcon last night and soon after 
daylight the main ballast tanks and the 
engine room of the submarine were 
flooded by lines and valves controlled 
from the Falcon, sinking the unoccu- 
pied craft on an even keel in seventeen 
minutes. : 

Divers immediately followed the hulk 
to the bottom and, working leisurely 
to permit them time thoroughly tp ob- 
serve conditions, they attached one 
chain to a lifting hook in an hour and 
a half before time out was taken for 
lunch. They went back down in the 
afternoon to make the remaining three 
connections. 

The hooks have a theoretical lift- 
ing capacity of 160 tons. The sub- 
marine weighs less than 100 tons when 
submerged.

YEAR’S DELAY EXPECTED 
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Commission to establish the valuation 
of the Washington and Georgetown 
Gas Light Companies were indefinitely 
suspended yesterday.

A final decision in the valuation case 
pending in the District Supreme Court 
will not be had for somewhere in the 
neighborhood of a year and a half, it is 
estimated. 

The decision of the company to aban- 
don its present valuation fight before 
the commission came after a series of 
conferences between company repre- 
sentatives and commission officials 
and after the commission on December 
5 ruled that the company would have 
te elect between the valuation contest 
pending in court and the new proceed- 
ing before the commission. 

Commission officials yesterday were 
not certain that the company would 
not seek to force continuation of the 
present hearings without dismissing the 
old proceedings, although the company 
statement seemed flat enough that it 
intended to abandon the new proceed- 
ings and push the old court case. 


Court Again Acts

Montevideo, Uruguay, Dec. 17 (A.P.). 
The desire of the United States for 
Intellectual and spiritual cooperation 
with other republics of America was 
emphasized by Herbert Hoover in a 
speech at a banquet in his honor to- 
night.

“I wish to thank you for the elo- 
quent expression you have given of 


your sentiment toward myself and the 
friendship of the people of Uruguay 
toward my country,” he began. “I 
know that these expressions, this hos- 
pitality and this reception will meet 
with response in the hearts of the 
people of the United States. 


Compared to Neighbors.

WOMEN’S STATUS CAUSE 


London, Dec. 17 (United Press).—It 


was stated authoritatively tonight that. 


the British and other foreign legations 
at Kabul, Afghanistan, were in refuge 
in their respective embassies and lega- 
tions in an unfortified area near the 
reported position of attacking: rebels. 

The safety of the diplomatic staffs 
depends upon the strength of the gov- 
ernment or the restraint of the insur- 
rectionists, it was said. 

The possibility that the revolution 
might become antiforeign or anti- 
Christian was somewhat allayed by the 
fact that the rebels were said to be 
incensed more against Russia than any 
other foreign country, because that 
government lent airmen to King Ama- 
nullah. The airmen have caused the 
greatest number of casualties among 
the tribesmen. 

There also was resentment against 
Turkey due to the fact a Turkish mili- 
tary mission has aided the federal 
troops. It was pointed out that the 
revolting tribesmen always in the past 
have proved themselves far superior to 
the Afghan soldiers. 


New Delhi, India, Dec. 17 (A.P.).— 
Reports from the frontier state that 
King Amanullah of Afghanistan and 
Queen Souriya have taken refuge in 
a fort, the army having turned against 
them. 

While reports of disturbances in the 
remoter sections of Afghanistan have 
been reported recently, today’s advices 
were the first indicating that the dis- 
affection had spread of Kabul, the cap- 
ital, a city of about 100,000 population. 

The trouble at Kabul was attributed 
to the king’s drastic westernization re- 
forms and to Queen Souriya’s desire 
to abolish purdah, or the seclusion of 
women,

Man Who Scooped World 
25 Years Ago Recalls 
Their Suspicions. 


Difficulty in Obtaining 
Epoch Making Article 
Told at Last. 


Assailed by doubt, and skeptical in 
the extreme, newspaper editors through- 
out the United States placed little 
credence in the story from the North 
Carolina sand dunes of the first suc- 
cessful flight of the Wright brothers’ 
“flying machine.” The Washington 
Post was one of the few daily papers 
in the United States which printed the 
story a quarter of a century ago. 

On the first page of its issue of De- 
cember 19, 1903, under the caption, 
“Soared Like an Eagle,” appeared the 
story as printed herewith. It was filed 
by Harry P. Moore, who still serves The 
Washington Post as its Norfolk, Va., 
correspondent. It will be noted that 
Moore qualified his report on the events, 
as told him by witnesses to the epochal 
event, saying, “it is reported” and also 
“it is said.” Use of such phrases dem- 
onstrates the lack of confidence in “‘fly- 
ing machine” story of the day. 

The response of one editor to Moore’s 
offer to sell the story was: 

“We do not want any such wild cock 
and bull story as that.”

Coinventor on Norfolk Trip 
for Anniversary Mects 
Writer Again. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec., 17 (A.P.).—The 
man who “scooped” the world on 
the story of the Wright brothers’ first 
flight 25 years ago today, now knows 
why he had difficulties in securing ac- 
curate information from Kitty Hawk, 
On that historic day. 

Harry P. Moore, a 21-year-old re- 
porter on the Virgialan Pilot, 25 years 
ago, was the first newspaperman to 
learn of the Wrights’ filghts, but 
found few papers willing to print his 
unbelievable “scoop.” 

Moore talked with Orville Wright 
when he arrived in Norfolk late last 
night and obtained the details which 
were lacking in the story of report- 
ing the first flight. 

“Why didn’t you tell me exactly how 
far you flew and the other details?” 
Moore asked Wright. 

The genial Mr. Wright smiled and 
said: - 

“You did have a few of the detatls 
mixed up in your report, didn’t you?”

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 17.—Discovery 
of the bodies of two Brooklyn, Md., 
girls lying about 50 feet apart in 
a field in the Baltimore suburb early 
this morning confronted police with a 
mystery involving the possibility that 
a hit and run automobile driver, 
identity unknown, is responsible for the 
deaths. 

The victims are Marie Stolba, 16 
years old, and Thelma Vlack, 15 years 
old, cousins and neighbors. Last seen 
alive as they departed Sunday night 
from the Vlack home, on Sixth street 
in Brooklyn, to go to a neighborhood 
store, their mangled bodies were found 
in a field at the side of the Annapolis 
road. A passing motorist reported the 
discovery. 

At a spot about 120 yards from the 
place where the bodies lay was found 
a quantity of broken glass. The heel 
of a slipper was lying in the roadway 
These clews gave rise to the theory that 
an automobile caused the double 
tragedy.

Accused Indian to Face 
} Sages in Heart of Florida 
f Cypress Swamp. 


U. S. NOT TO INTERFERE 


Miami, Fla., Dec, 17 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
Through the fastnesses of the Florida 
Everglades tonight, by means known 
Only to Seminole Indians, the call is 
being circulated for tribal leaders, 
medicine men and sages to meet and 
pass Judgment upon one of their num- 
ber accused of murder. 

Josie Billy is accused of having 
stabbed Mary Robert, widow of Billy 
Robert. The woman is dead in Jack- 
son Memorial Hospital here from knife 
wounds in her arms and legs. 

The Seminoles, the only Indians not 
to have made peace with the United 
States after the Indian wars and now 
not citizens of the United States, still 
conduct their own courts and carry 
out their sentences. 

Billy Probably will be tried soon in 
the heart of Big Cypress Swamp, in 
Collier County, west of Miami. If 
guilty of murder he probably will be 
strangled with a rawhide thong, ac- 
cording to Cory Osceola, chief of the 
Seminoles and descendants of the fa- 
mous Chief Osceola who led the In- 
dians in the Seminole wars of 1835, 

With formality unchanged through 
countless ages, Josie Billy will be sum- 
moned before the council to hear his 
trial. He will not be imprisoned in 
the meantime nor will he be under 
guard, but when time comes he will 
be present at his trial. That is a mat- 
ter of honor with the Seminoles. 

If it is found, as he says, that the 
stabbing was done while he and the 
woman were drunk, the penalty will not 
be death, according to Cory, for the use 
of fire water is a mitigaing circum- 
stance. If found, guilty under such 
circumstances, he may be shorn of his 
tribal finery and travel on foot to show 
his shame and in addition he may be 
banished from his native Everglades 
haunts. 

Stolid-faced red men will hear the 
evidence for and against Josie, unham- 
pered by a code of laws, but bound by 
@ stern traditional fitness of what may 
be considered relevant. No counsel will 
plead Josie’s case and there will be no 
bursts of oratory, just a cold statement 
of facts. The “head men” will go into 
conference, and upon the decision they 
reach will depend the future of Josie 
Billy’s life. 

Although the killing occurred off the 
Seminole reservation, the white man’s 
law is not expected to interfere down 
here, as it is customary to allow the 
Indians to handle their own affairs, 
and so swift and sure is their penalty 
that murder is seldom done.

guarded on all sides until further or- 
ders. 

This, presumably, is the open de- 
flance flung into the face of the law 
by the extortioners. All during the 
month the court has been trying to 
get a jury.

The 
witnesses were threatened with death if 
they testified and, in the light of to- 
day’s assassination, these were not idle 
threats. There are hints that the de- 
fense was unable to pack the jury and, 
as a last resort, chose to dispose of the 
witnesses. 


Mutilation Threatened. 


On trial with Petitt! is Andrew Cap- 
pelaino, an enormenisly gross and fat 
Sicilian, who had rented a farm a few 
miles out of the ci#ty. On this farm 
kidnaped children were held prisoners 
until. their distracted parents had met 
the demands of the extortioners, 

Petitti and Cappelaino are on trial 
for the kidnaping of Billy Ranieri, 10, 
whe was seized on his way home from 
school and whisked to the Cappelaino 
farm.

FREE BOOK LAW

would not interfere with the President's 
economy program. 

It is estimated that the books would 
cost $242,088 the first year, and ap- 
proximately $100,000 each year there- 
after. The decrease would be accounted 
for by the fact that the books pur- 
chased in the beginning could be used 
by successive classes of students. 

The students in the elementary 
grades have been given free textbooks 
and supplies since 1891. Prior to that 
time books and supplies were furnished 
free only to pupils whose parents could 
not afford to pay for them. In indors- 
ing the Capper-Zihlman bill, the Com- 
missioners said: 

“At the present time parents of 
pupils attending the ninth grade of 
the junior high schools and the four 
grades of the senior high schools are 
required to purchase the textbooks ind 
supplies necessary for the instruction 
of the pupils. 

“These books are not of the type 
usually for home libraries, and the re- 
sult of the present system is that thou- 
sands of books are purchased annually 
by parents, only to be discarded at the 
end of the school year. 

“The effect of the passage of the bill 
will be to reduce the cost of education 
of children by parents, while at the 
same time not materially increasing the 
cost of maintenance of the public 
school system to the taxpayers.”

New York Theater Business Encounters Worst Year in Its 
History—Sixty-One Productions Forced to Close. - 


Musical Comedies Fare Bett 


er Than “Straight’’ Shows. 


New York, Dec, 17 (A.P.).—Thousands 
of actors and actresses—the exact num- 
ber is in dispute—tramped the streets 
of New York through cold rain today, 
drearily hunting for jobs. 


In what is generally described as 
the worst year the theater business in 
New York has ever experienced, 61 
productions of the 104 that opened 
were forced to the wall between August 
1 and December 15. 

Nine shows, the majority of which 
had been running hardly long enough 
for the odor of fresh paint to have 
evaporated from their scenery, closed 
in New York Saturday night, and today 
more than 100 players who had parts 
in them joined the hopeles march 
from one theatrical agency to another. 

In addition, five producers this week 


are taking advantage of the clause in 
the actors’ equity contracts that per- 
mits them to close their shows be- 
cause of bad business the week before 
Christmas without paying their actors. 
This is the first time a situation like 
this has arisen on Broadway, old timers 
say. 

John Golden, who produced “Light- 
nin,” said he did not believe more than 
3,000 of the more than 10,000 mem- 
bers of actors’ equity were working. 

Musical comedy is feeling the slump 
far less than the straight dramatic pro- 
ductions. Of the 104 shows that 
Opened between August 1 and Decem- 
ber 15, 20 were musical comedies, and 
only seven of those closed. Of the 84 
Straight dramatic productions, 54 
closed—or 64 per cent of them.

The elements of defiance found in 
the Bolivian delegate’s speech to the 
conference committee were shrouded in 
lofty expressions of peace and good-will 
and an eloquent appeal for conciliation 
of matters in dispute between the na- 
tions. As a general proposition, Bolivia 
was a ploneer for peace, excepting in 
certain instances, the delegate ex- 
plained. The present dispute with 
Paraguay constitutes one of the in- 
stances where international arbitration 
and conciliation do not apply, he added, 
in effect. 

“Arbitration and concillation will be 
the panacea of all conflicts between 
nations,” Senor de Medina said, “when 
the will of these nations will be hon- 
estly directed toward guaranteeing their 
efficacy. 

“But, this noblest of juridical prin- 
ciples must be applied in advance of 
armed conflicts among those who de- 
fend opposing interests and must not 
be applied to retroactively deal with 
acts of violence unanimously con- 
demned by society and international 
law. 

“To every wrong, to every act of vio- 
lence, there corresponds a legitimate 
reparation It is to prevent the former 
and avoid the latter that international 
law has consecrated recourse to arbi- 
tration as the only means of solving 
disputes by processes of peace and jus- 
tice. 


“Affront Must Be Repulsed.” 


“Once the dignity and sovereignty 
of a nation have been insulted, how- 
ever, it seems as if no people on earth 
today has ever tolerated the humilla- 
tion of the affront, nor furled its na- 
tional flag and put up in its place on 
the masthead the ensign of arbitra- 
tion.” 

The committee on conciliation had 
met at 11 o’clock to deal with the gen- 
eral problem of providing a formula 
upon which the conference could later 
agree in setting up future machinery 
for conciliation of disputes. The 
Bolivian delegate injected the present 
controversy into his speech, although 
he had stated last week that he had 
no authority from his government to 
discuss the dispute with the confer- 
ence or participate-in the conference 
deliberations concerning it. 

Dr. Eligio Ayala, the Paraguayan 
delegate, made a brief reply to the 
Bolivian delegate, and won applause on 
account of the conservatism of his 
remarks. He simply said that Paraguay 
had no part in the offenses charged 
by Bolivia, and would welcome any 
investigation of the facts. 


Paraguayan Reply Conciliatory. 


After expressing the hope that inter- 
national controversies of the future 
would be settled in accordance with 
the principles of concillation and arbi- 
tration, he added: 

“Let us go ahead without any ran- 
cors from the past or fears for the 
future.” 

Dr. Ramirez, Charge d’Affalires of 
Paraguay, has delivered to Secretary 
Kellogg a note from h'‘s government 
protesting against recent “livian at- 
tacks and virtually charging that Bo- 
livia is waging war without a declara- 
tion.” 

The committee on conciliation at 
its meeting yesterday agreed to ap- 
point a subcommittee to draw up plans 
for a convention to be submitted to 
the conference. Dr. Varela, delegate 
from Uruguay and reporter for this 
committee, was named head of the 
subcommittee. The other members are 
Dr. Alfaro, of Panama; Jr. Parejo, 
Venezuela; Charles Evans Hughes, 
United States; Dr. Gutierrez, Cuba; 8. 
Gurgel do Amaral, Brazil, and Jr. 
Foster, Chile, 

Dr. Varela informed the committee 
that so far he had been unable to ob- 
tain unanimity of viewpoint among 
the delegates with respect to an ac- 
ceptable formula for the designed 
agreement. He proposed that the sub- 
committee proceed informally through 
conversations with the various delega~- 
tions. The subcommit.ee will there- 
fore keep no minutes and will not, hold 
public sessions, but its members will 
exchange views with the individual 
delegates, which delegates will be in 
daily touch with their respective gov- 
ernments. 

Dr. Parejo made a carefully pre- 
pared address to the committee, out- 
lining past work in the interest of

Decried by Cuban Minister 


Statement by Dr. Ferrara Calls on Nations of This Hemi- 
sphere to Settle Dispute Between Bolivia and Para- 
guay, Prevent War Declaration. 


(United Press.) 

Dr, Orestes Ferrara, Cuban Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, has issued the 
following statement, urging action by 
the American States to preserve peace 
rather than dependence upon the appli- 
cation of the covenant of the League of 
Nations: 

“Frontier incidents can not precip!- 

te two countries into a war. 

“Bloodshed in small encounters that 
do not originate in the will of govern- 
ments are painful, but they ought not 
to be the cause of a greater 193s of 
human life as a consequence of a 
declaration of war. 

“I believe that the war ought to be 
prevented for the prestige of America, 


because all America has tendered its 
good offices for a peaceful solution, 
though as yet no answer has been 
received to said offer, 

“It ts better that a question of honor 
that may arise be settled peacefully 
than with a war, the results of which 
are always uncertain. On the other 
hand, it is useful to prevent the ps- 
sible application, in the case of the 
covenant of the League of Nations, we 
making unnecessary the coercive meas- 
ures stipulated in that pact in case 
of war and applying, in accord with our 
continental system, the harmonious 
measures of American solidarity.” 


Cuba is a member of the league and 
has a seat on the league council.

committee, began to have his doubts 
about this senatorial frivolity though, 
when he first met the House con- 
ferees.

Paris, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Whether Aris- 
tide Briand, foreign minister of France, 
as president of the council of the 
League of Nations, will call a special 
session of that body to meet in Paris 
will depend upon the news received 
tonight regarding the Bolivian-Para- 
guayan situation. This was stated in 
official circles here in a‘vance of the 
arrival of M. Briand from Lugano. 

Pending his arrival in Paris, the 
council action reached a dead point.

He was expected to reach 
Paris about 9 p. m., but it was not re- 
garded likely that he would take any 
action tonight.

Interracial Conclave Leaders 
Deplores Discrepencies in 
Southern Education. 


COOLIDGE MESSAGE READ 


“The old notion that the Amertl- 
can negro might become extinct has 
been disproved by modern health im- 
provement,” said Dr. Louis Dublin, 
statistician for the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co., yesterday at the con- 


ference of national agencies interested 
in interracial adjustments, held in 
the auditorium of the Interior De- 
partment. The day was devoted to 
discussion of health and education 
and was followed by night sessions 
covering the same subjects, but held 
in the auditorium of the medical col- 
lege at Howard University. Dr. Mor- 
decal W. Johnson, Howard University 
president, and Robert R. Moton, presi- 
dent of Tuskegee Institute, presided 
over the sessions, which will continue 
today and tomorrow. 

“The outlook for the future of the 
negro from a health standpoint,” Dr. 
Dublin said, “is distincly bright. He is 
getting a large share, if not his full 
portion of the benefits of sanitation 
and public health work in America. 
His expectation of life today is the 
same as that of the white man of 30 
years ago.” 

W. A. Robinson, principal of the 
Austin High School, Knoxville, Tenn., 
former supervisor of negro high 
schools of North Carolina, discussed 
negro education. 


Compares Education Aid. 


He cited the Southern States as a 
whole in 1920 as expending $10.32 per 
capita for white schools, as compared 
with $2.89 for negroes. One Alabama 
county was cited as spending $85 per 
capita on white schools, as compared 
with $5 for each negro child. In this 
connection, Dr. John Hope, president 
of Morehouse College, Atlanta, said 
last night; 

“Negroes in Georgia are relatively 
more poorly educated now than in 
1881. Then negroes were taught ex- 
actly the same as white people, but 
white schools have made such advances 
that the negro is receiving relatively 
poorer education today.” 

“The theory of white supremacy is 
largely responsible for injustice to ne- 
groes in education,”’ said Miss Mabel 
Carney, of Columbia University. She 
lauded the campaign of the National 
Education Association for Federal ap- 
propriations for educational purposes.

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UP TO BOLIVIA. 

+ The Paraguayan government has ac- 
cepted the tender of the good offices of 
Bolivia 
has not given any indication of its inten- 
tion to accept this tender. It has stated, 
however, that its regular army has not 
been mobilized, and that the hostilities 
at the border involved only colonial 
troops employed as frontier guards. 

Bolivia’s statement does not agree 
with its communique issued on Saturday 
night, in which the minister of war de- 
¢lared that “the army had done its duty.” 
The massing of the Bolivian troops near 
the border and the Bolivian airplane raid 
Over Paraguayan territory, in which 
bombs were dropped, are equally incon- 
sistent with the statement that only a 
few frontier guards are at the front. 
: Unless Bolivia soon accepts the Pan- 
American Conference tender of good of- 
fices it is obvious that public opinion 
throughout this hemisphere will hold

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‘Bolivia accountable if war should break 


out. It is still possible to compose this 


dispute without further bloodshed. The 
proper agency for bringing conciliatory 


influences to bear is the Pan-American 
€onference, in which all the Latin Ameri- 
éan countries are represented, with the 
éxception of Argentina. But Argentina 
is anxious to promote peace also, as is 
Shown by President Irigoyen’s offer to 
mediate between the disputants. 

* There are intimations that the discov- 
éry of petroleum in the disputed terri- 
tory may be an incentive in stirring up 
war for the purpose of gaining possession 
éf the territory by force rather than by 
legal right. The charge has also been 
made that Bolivia has bought war ma- 
terial with money borrowed ostensibly 
for purposes of internal improvement. 
Bolivia denies this charge; but the most 
éffective means of showing good faith 
and a desire to ascertain just rights by 
peaceful adjudication is for Bolivia to 
accept the good offices of its neighbors 
and friends. Through those good offices 
a just settlement can be had, and injur- 
ies, if any, can be repaired. 

+» Every hour of delay in applying the 
good offices of the Pan-American Con- 


“ ference increases the probability of war. 
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The frontier forces of the two govern- 
ments should not be permitted to de- 
termine for themselves whether or not 
they should fight. Both sides should 
erder their forces back from the fron- 
tier in order to avoid a collision. If 
Bolivia desires peace it will not lose any 
further time in accepting the good of- 
fices of the Pan-American Conference.

Neighboring nations will join 
in wishing hearty success to the new venture, 
as they recently joined in wishing well to the 
new Mexican government, 


NO FIRE ESCAPE, 


One man is dead and three other persons 
are reported to be near death as the result of 
either inadequate protection in the District’s 
building code or failure to enforce that code. 


The victims were trapped in their rooms by 
fre and had no way of escape. All might 
have been saved from death and injury had 
the necessary precautions been taken. 

The three-story building in which the tragic 
fire occurred had no fire escape. Since it was 
used as both a rooming house and an apart- 
ment house, according to the fire marshal’s 
office, it is difficult to determine whether or 
not this is a violation of the District building 
code. The first two stories of the house were 
divided into small apartments, and rooms were 
let on the third story. Edwin Percy Smith, 
who leaped to his death from the third floor 
when he gave up hope of rescue, Was a roomer. 
The other victims occupied apartments. 

There is no provision in the District build- 
ing code requiring rooming houses to be 
equipped with fire escapes. Apartments of 
three or more stories must be so equipped 
under the building regulations. Indications 
are that the building was officially considered 
an apartment house, for the records of the 
fire marshal’s office show that it was reported 
in 1924 as violating the fire escape ruling. 
Apparently nothing was done to compel the 
proprietor to comply with the law. The fire 
marshal reports that there are many lodging 
houses in Washington that have no fire escapes, 
and thus the tragedy may be repeated any 
night unless some action is taken. 

If it is lawful for rooming houses to operate 
in the District without protection of their 
guests from fire hazard, the sooner the build- 
ing code is revised the better. Care should be 
taken that its provisions in regard fire- 
escape equipment are applied to old as well 
as new buildings.

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PROFESSIONAL BONDSMEN. 


The report of the Baltimore criminal jus- 
tice commission on the alleged criminal prac- 
tices of 14 professional bondsmen of that city 
serves to focus attention on the extensive al- 
liance in this country between unscrupulous 
bondsmen and attorneys and the criminal ele- 
ment. #Similar studies in dozens other 
American cities would no doubt reveal condi- 
tions equally bad or ‘perhaps Un- 
principled professional bondsmen 
one class of criminal accomplices that has been 
sadly neglected by law enforcement officials. 

In Baltimore the commission found that two 
brothers in the bonding business owned a piece 
of land valued at $4,000, which was mortgaged 
for $2,500. The brother holding the title 
pledged the land for payment of three different 
bonds for $2,500, $1,000 and $1,500 in the 
Federal court. The other brother pledged the 
same property in the State court for $1,000, 
and later the owner used it as security for two 
other bonds totaling $2,500. Thus an equity 
of $1,500 was pledged as security for six bonds 
amounting to $8,500. 

The commission found that 175 of the 1,377 
bonds investigated involved a duplication of 
properties pledged. In each case the bonds- 
men had sworn under oath that the property 
was unpledged. Seventy per cent of the bonds- 
men whose activities were investigated had 
pledged property already tied up in other 
bonds. Nearly every one of them claimed to 
have “lost” their records and many offered to 
correct their “honest mistakes.”’ 

Originally bail was intended to 
accused person of the necessity of staying in 
jail until his trial. Ingland still recognizes 
this theory, and makes it a criminal offense to 
charge a fee for going bail. In America the 
criminal sometimes pays as high as $700 for 
a $1,000 bond. Under such conditions bonds- 
men and professional crooks are partners in a 
criminal business. Some idea of the alliance 
may be gained from the fact that bondsmen 
frequently arrive at the police station at the 
same time as their client who has been ar- 
rested. Seldom does the professional criminal 
have to send out for a bondsman to go his bail. 

Under existing conditions a bond often be- 
comes only a license fee for continuation of 
the racket business. The Baltimore commis- 
sion reported that “unfortunately in this coun- 
try release on bail often means giving the pro- 
fessional crimina! a further chance to pursue 
his criminal activities, thereby enabling him 
to secure sufficient means to defray the ex- 
penses of his trial. By the very law of aver- 
ages, the chances of his not being caught are 
in his favor.” 

Almost invariably the courts have difficulty 
in securing forfeited bonds given by agencies 
of this character. Legal proceedings at the 
expense of the State are necessary. Many bonds 
are not collected at all, in spite of the fact that 
they have shielded a criminal from justice. 
The commission recommended a card-catalogue 
system to prevent duplication of pledged prop- 
erty, but this would correct only one of a 
multitude of weaknesses. Law enforcement 
agencies will find a thorough overhauling of 
the professional bonding system one of the 
most effective means of dealing with the crimi- 
nal element. 
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AMATEUR CITY PLANNING. 


It might be well for Congress to take a 
glance at the operations and plans of the 
National Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion as they are being developed by under- 
strappers in the commission. Like all com- 
missions, it seeks enlargement of authority 
and increased appropriations, and while wait- 
ing for them it appears to be developing a 
little autocracy of its own, domineering over 
the District Commissioners, the Zoning Com- 
mission, and the other authorities charged 
with District affairs. Some of the fledglings 
in the Park and Planning Commission under- 
take to revise and improve upon the plan 
formulated by George Washington for the 
National Capital, although their own knowl- 
edge of city planning seems to have been con-

It is desirable to have a National Park and 
Planning Commission worthy of the name and 
competent to perform the duties assigned to

ly delegated their powers to a few amateurs 
who are proceeding to make the District of 
Columbia a proving-ground for half-baked ex- 
periments that must be canceled later on, Be- 
fore accepting any further suggestions for en- 
larging the powers of this commission Con- 
gress should look over what has already been 
done and make sure that the commission is 
not doing more harm than good, 


SANTA CLAUS M’CARL,

DOG DISTEMPER CONQUERED.

Five years ago the magazine, Field, under- 
took to raise a fund with which to engage ex- 
perts to study the disease and attempt to find 
successful immunization against it. The happy 
outcome of their labors is now announced 

The method of preventing distemper 
sists of a double inoculation. 


Con- 
Distemper, says 
the report of the discoverers of the immuniza- 
tion process, occurs, not as was once supposed, 
by a visible germ of micro-organism, but by an 
invisible one that can be detected only by the 
virus or poison that reveals its presence. The 
virus is the concomitant of the organism 
causing distemper, and is present in all cases. 
The first inoculation is made with a vaccine 
which is in fact the virus of distemper, made 
inactive by laboratory treatment, and the 
second inoculation, made after an interval of 
about ten days, is made with a weak or at- 
tenuated strain of the living virus. This latter 
dose is a hundredfold more potent than that 
which would suffice to infect with distemper 
any dog that had not been inoculated with the 
first vaccine, but it produces only slight 
symptoms, because the dog is rendered par- 
tially immune by the first inoculation. The 
final treatment renders the animal completely 
and permanently immune from distemper. 

The treatment has been put to the most 
severe test and found efficacious. Dog owners 
will await anxiously the day when the virus 
and vaccine requisite for the inoculations can 
be had from any veterinarian. 


BRINGING OUT MUSICAL TALENT. 
In its two years of existence the national 


radio audition has more than justified the 


hopes of its sponsors. Organized to provide 


means by which aspiring and talented young 
singers can be given auditions and provided 
with funds and with facilities for furthering 


the study of their art, the contest has won 
unqualified support from professional musi- 
cians and the lay public. It is gratifying to 
Washington that a local girl, Miss Hazel Ce- 
cilia Arth, won first prize in the competition 
concluded last Sunday night, but what is more 
important than the natural feeling of local 
pride is the fact that the ten voices heard in 
the closing concert were of such exceptional 
quality that the final result was in doubt until 
the judges had rendered their decision. 

Miss Arth shares honor with Donald Novis, 
a young Californian who won first prize among 
men. Hach received an award of $5,000, a 
gold decoration, and a two-year scholarship 
in any leading American conservatory. With 
the recognition they have already received, 
together with the additional training that the 
awards make possible, Miss Arth and Mr. 
Novis may anticipate successful careers upon 
the concert or operatic stage. 

The competition this year began with pre- 
liminary contests in more than 1,000 com- 
munities. Winners of these contests competed 
in semifinal contests held at a central point 
in each of the five districts into which the 
country had been divided, and the semifinal 
winners, two from each district, met in the 
final singing competition Sunday night. By 
radio, the Nation followed closely the course 
of the contest.

Poet and Novelist Who Was 
Daughter of Henry M. Hoyt, 
Widely Known Here.

IN SOCIETY 


New York., Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Elinor 
Hoyt Wylie, poet and novelist, who re- 
sided in Washington a quarter of a 
century ago, died last night of a para- 
lytic stroke. 

A fall, which she suffered in London 
x last summer was thought to have con- 

tributed to the cause of her death. 
Since then she had occasionally suf- 
fered from high blood pressure, but 
Was apparently gaining strength. Re- 
cently she has been going about her 
affairs as usual. On Saturday she 
visited her publisher and was engaged 
in preparing a book of poems for pub- 
lication in the spring. 

Miss Wylie (Mrs. William Rose Benet) 
was born in Rosemont, Pa. She was 
the daughter of Henry M. Hoyt, of 
Washington, who was solicitor general 
under President Taft. 

She gained recognition in 1919 
with her first two volumes of poetry, 
“Nets to Catch the Wind” and “Black 
Armour.” After these she published 
“Jennifer Lorn,” the “Venetian Glass 
Nephew” and her greatest success, “The 
Orphan Angel.’ 

In 1923 Miss Wylie married William 
Rose Benet, himself a poet. He was her 
third husband, Philip S. Hickborn was 
her first husband and Horace Wylie the 
second. She was twice divorced. Besides 
her husband she is survived by a son, 
Philip, a senior at Harvard. Her pen 
Name was Elinor Wylie.

TAX INQUIRY IS STARTED 


Chicago, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Joe Saltis, 
Chicago beer baron, who played hide 
and seek with Federal and State gau- 
thorities for 208 days, finally surfen- 
dering Saturday, appeared in Federal 
Court today in the role of a gentleman 
farmer from Minnesota and took three 
oy legal socks to the jaw as a re- 
sult. 

Saltis, wanted by the State to serve 
. @ 60-day sentence for carrying a pistol 
in his hip pocket, ard wantec by the 
Government in connection with 
charges that he violated the prohibi- 
tion laws, appeared before Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson intending to 
plead not guilty to the Federal charge 
and ask for a continuance while he 
served the gun-toting sentence. 

Instead, an assistant United States 
district attorney moved that a $5,000 
bond on which Saltis had been at lib- 
erty and to save which he surrendered, 
be forfeited. So the judge entered 
» Judgment on the bond. 

Next the Government attorney sug- 
gested that Mr. Saltis should serve 
a new term in jail for every day he 
had been absent on a charge of con- 
tempt of court. The judge granted the 
motion to cite him for contempt. 

By this time Saltis’ attorney man- 
aged to get in a word In behalf of the 
crestfallen Joe. He suggested that 
bond be fixed. The Government ob- 
jected and Mr. Saltis was remanded to 
the custody of the United ~tates mar- 
shal pending his next round with the 
law on Wednesday, when some of the 
subjects discussed today will be con- 
sidered further.

Bought for $37,500 
Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach Pur- 


chases Manuscript at Spirit- 


ed London Auction. 

London, Dec. 17 (A:P.).—After a 
strong bidding duel between represen- 
tatives of Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach and 
Gabriel Wells, noted book collectors, at 
Sotheby’s auction rooms today, Dr. 
' Rosenbach obtained five pages of the 
original manuscript of ‘Pickwick 
Papers,” by Dickens, for £7,500, or ap- 
proximately $37,500. 

The manuscript, containing 132 
lines, deals with the midnight meeting 
of Arabella Allen with Mr. Pickwick 
end Mr. Winkle in the garden. 

Expefts explain that nothing pleased 
Dickens more than to give away to his 
friends portions of his original manu- 
scripts. That accounts for a work like 
Pickwick being divided. It is believed 
that about a twentieth part of the 
original manuscript is in existence. 
The section sold today was presented 
oy Dickens to John Marvell Whiteley, 
of Halifax, and was placed on sale at 
the instance of his grandson, G. 
Whiteley, of old Felixstone. The 
Whiteley manuscript begins with the 
departure of the coach from the Bush 
Hotel carrying Pickwick, Winkle and 
Sam Weller to Clifton Down, and runs 
on to the scene where Arabella. pleads 
with Pickwick.

Harry F. Sinclair filed in the Supreme 
Court late today a brief presenting ar- 
guments why he should be be required 
to serve a three-month jail sentence for 
contempt in refusing to answer ques- 
tions of a Senate committee on the 
naval oil leases. 

After his conviction, Sinclair took 
the case to the District of Columbia 
Court of Apper§js, which asked the Su- 
preme Court for instruction as to 
whether his conduct had constituted 
contempt of the Senate. 

In his brief the oil operator con- 
tended that the Government having in- 
itiated proceedings against him in the 
courts on charges of conspirary to de- 
fraud in connection with this Teapot 
Dome lease, he could not be compelled 
to give information before the Senate 
_ committee which might be used to his 
disadvantage in the trial of the case. 

The brief insisted that the Senate 
had lost jurisdiction over the whole 
subject so far as Sinclair is concerned 
when it adopted a resolution urging 
that the whole transaction be brought 
to the attention of the courts. It added 
that the Senate committee, after the oil 
man’s indictment, should have made 
mo further attempt to question him on 
the subject. 

Sinclair also took the position in 
his brief that the question asked by 
Senator Walsh (Democrat), Montana, 
prosecutor for the. Senate committee, 
called for a disclosure of his private 
business affairs into which the com- 
mittee had no right to direct an in- 
quiry and in which he was fully justi- 
fied in refusing to answer. 

The brief further took up the pro- 
ceedings in the contempt trial, insist- 
ing that the trial court had improperly 
restricted the field of inquiry to be 
made by the jury by its instructions. 
it added that the jury also should 
have been instructed to decide whether 
the facts warranted his refusal to 
enswer. 


Stock Slump Has Aided 


Business, Whiting’s View 


(Associated Press.) 

Recent stock market fluctuations 
were declared yesterday by Secretary of 
Commerce Whiting to have strength- 
ened the business situation. Taken in 
consideration with other business fac- 
tors, the Secretary said: 

“The market fluctuations have oper- 
ated to strengthen business conditions, 
by bringing stock prices down more 
into line with intrinsic security 
values.” 

“In the meantime,” he added, “trade 
and industry are proceeding at record 
volume, particularly due to the retail 
trade of the season and the general 
confidence in stability of commerce be- 
cause of the small accession to stocks 
of goods on hand.” 


New York Files New 
Carfare Case Brief

more concise briefs by all parties to 
the controversy in the Interborough 7- 
cent carfare case, the City of New York 
yesterday filed in the court a new 
brief of 186 pages, or 82 less than its 
former brief. 

While retaining all the salient fea- 
tures of the former brief, counsel for 
the city have rewritten their argu- 
ments Opposing the order of the statu- 
tory three-judge court which author- 
ized the fare increase from 5 to 7 cents 
pending final action on the case.

Army Ordered to Attempt to 
Find Mr. and Mrs. Glenn 
R. Hyde on Colorado. 


VANISHED ON NOV. 15 


(Associated Press.) 
Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, of the 
Ninth Corps Area at San Francisco, was 


directed yesterday by Secretary Davis 
to search by airplane through the 
Colorado River Canyon from Bright 
Angel Trail to Needles, Calif., for Glenn 
Hyde and his wife, of Hansen, Idaho, 
who started down the Colorado River 
in a boat two months ago. 

Representatives Smith and French, 
both Idaho Republicans, had trans- 
mitted to the President the request of 
citizens of Hansen and Twin Falls, for 
airplanes to be used in the effort to 
locate the couple. 

Relatives and friends said the two 
had not been heard from since Novem- 
ber 20, and they feared that they 
might be stranded at some point along 
the river. Gen. Hines was instructed 
to use all the planes necessary and 
to report to the War Department in 
Washington by radio. 

Phoenix, Ariz. Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Mr 
and Mrs. Glenn R. Hyde, Colorado 
River voyagers, from Hansen, Idaho, 
passed into the wilderness west of 
Bright Angel Point, in the Grand Can- 
yon, on November 15, and since then 
nothing has been heard of them. They 
are approximately two weeks overdue 
at their destination, the Needles, Calif., 
where they believed they would arrive 
about December 6. 

Only a few scattered Indian villages 
are to be found along the 350-mile 
stretch of the canyon’ between Bright 
Angel and the Needles. 

For a vacation jaunt and to give 
Mrs. Hyde “a thrill,” the husband and 
wife set sail from Green River, Utah, 
October 20 in a home-made scow in 
an attempt to conquer the Colorado. 
History records only a few successful 
navigations of tae river, which has 
claimed several lives in other similar 
ventures. Mrs. Hyde was the first 
known woman to attempt to navigate 
the canyon.

Fish Asks $1,200 
Basic U. S. Wage 


New York Representative 
Introduces Bill to Aid 
Federal Employes. 


A bill to establish a minimum wage 
of Bag 200 in the classified service of 
the Federal Government was intro- 
ced in the House yesterday by ‘Rep- 
resentative Hamilton Fish (Republic- 
an), of New York. 

The $1,200 wage would be given to 
all employes except messenger boys, 
per diem and part-time employes, and 
employes in the Phillipine Islands, 
Porto Rico, Guam, Virgin Islands and 
the Panama Canal Zone. 

“The lower grade Federal employes,” 
said Mr. Fish, “have been overlooked 
in the recent adjustment of wages.’ 
The effect of the Fish bill would be to 
raise the pay of the Federal employes 
in the custodial service from $1,080, 
under the Welch act, to $1,200.

Wall Street Briefs 


‘New York, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Desultory 

trading characterized today’s curb 
market, which was under the restric- 
tive influence of tightening money 
rates over the week-end. Prices 
generally drifted lower, although 
bullish demonstrations were success- 
fully staged in the airplane group and 
a few specialties.

EW YORK, Dec. 17.—The New 
York Yankees may have to stand 
pat on their ball club whether 
the Messrs. Ruppert, Barrow and Hug- 
gins want to or not. As far as all out- 
ward appearances are concerned, the 
big three of baseball's world champions 
are satisfied with the present Yankees. 

“I’ve been telling Huggins we can 
stand pat,’ Barrow says. “We've got 
plenty of good players and with the 
youngsters we've got coming up this 
spring we can stand pat.” 

The one ball player the Yankees 
Teally wanted was Buddy Myer, bril- 
laint third baseman of the Boston Red 
Sox, who has been traded to the Wash- 
ington Senators for five players. The 
Yankees made an offer for Myer, but 
it was turned down perhaps because 
of the disposition of all American 
League clubs not to help the world 
champions. 

This 1s a far cry from the state of 
affairs which existed several years ago, 
when the Yankees could get most any 
ball player they wanted from the Red 
Sox by signing on the dotted line. 

The Yankees need a third baseman 
badly, but their chances of getting him 
are slim unless the Senators can be 
persuaded to trade Ossie Bluege for 
Mark Koenig, which Griffith declares 
is out of the question. 

Secretary Bob Barrow insists that 
the Yankees have made no offer 
for Bluege, but he does not say 
anything about not wanting him. 
It was rumored at the minor league 
meeting at Toronto that the Yan- 
kees offered Gene Robertson, Cedric 
Durst, Ben Paschal, Mike Gazella, 
Myles Thomas and John Grabowski 
for Bluege. 

Joe Dugan is about through 
major .eague ball player and probably 
will be given his unconditional re- 
lease to coach a college baseball team, 
probably Princeton. Robertson and 
Gazella have failed to develop into the 
kind of third baseman a world cham- 
plonship ball club ought to have, and 
both of them may be sent back to the 
minors.

FEW CARRIERS IN DEMAND 


New York, Dec. 17 (AP.) — Trading 
was dull and price movements chiefly 
downward in the bond market today, 
Total sales were only $8,031,000. Time 
money held to the previous high levels, 
Although call money was easier, trad- 
ers apparently found little to encour- 
age them to increase commitments. 

The general market heaviness was 
noticeable especially in the foreign list, 
where Latin-American bonds sagged in 
Sympathy with the decline in Bolivian 
government issues on selling influ- 
enced by threats of war with Paraguay. 
More than 84009000 of the govern- 
ment 8s sold down nearly 3 points and 
a smaller amount of the 7s yielded 
about 4 points. 

Coppers, oils and utilities were 
among the weaker issues in the gen- 
eral list. Andes and Anaconda Copper 
7s were forced down about 2 paints 
each, reflecting the heaviness of cop- 
per stocks. Barnsdall 6s led the de- 
cline of oil issues with a net loss of 
slightly more than 2 points, Interna- 
tional Telephone & Telegraph convert- 
ible 414s lost a point and other utili- 
ties showed smaller gains. 

A few rails were in demand at 
slightly higher levels, among them Mis- 
sourl Pacific 5s G, Atlanta & Birming- 
ham 4s, Central Pacific first 4s, New 
York Central debenture 4s, New Haven 
4s and Northern Pacific 6s B.

About all that the subcommittee did 
at yesterday’s conference was to reach 
@ decision as to procedure. The re- 
ports of Dr Milo R. Maltbie. New York 


utilities expert, and the Bureau of 
Efficiency were not discussed. 

The subcommitete directed the trac- 
tion officials to prepare a statement 
outlining their “reaction” to the 
Maltbie and bureau reports. This will 
be done today. 

Harley P. Wilson, owner of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co, and an 
officer in the North American Co., 
giant New York holding company 
which would dominate the merged 
company, announced after the confer- 
ence that the statement will point out 
the “fallacies” in the Maltbie report. 


Concessions Are in Doubt. 


Wilson was asked by reporters if he 
and the other traction officials were 
ready to make any concessions in order 
to get a merger resolution through at 
the short session, but he refused to 
commit himself. 

He said that he thought that his plan 
for a merger “should” be the basis of 
any merger legislation, but that he was 
not sure that it would. This was taken 
to indicate that he would be willing 
to modify the plan somewhat, 

“The chances are 99 to 1 that there 
will be a merger,” Mr Wilson said. 

In telling the assembled traction of- 
ficials that the subcommittee did not 
like their merger plan, Senator Capper 
made it clear that this statement was 
based on the sentiment manifested at 
an informal discussion of the plan 
which the members of the subcom- 
mittee had Saturday. 


Valuation Stumbling Block. 


Speaking entirely for himself after 
yesterday’s conference, Capper said: 

“I would like to see a merger go 
through, but I could not accept the 
$50,000,000 valuation or the power clause 
in the present plan.” 

Yesterday’s conference was entirely 
harmonious. Former Secretary of the 
Treasury William G. McAdoo, who is 
Harley P. Wilson’s counsel, could be 
seen talking amiably with Dr. Maltbie, 
whose report condemned the Wilson 
merger plan. 

Senator King, of Utah, congratulated 
Brice Claggett, McAdoo’s law partner, 
on his marriage to the Iatter’s daughter, 
Sally McAdoo. 

The five members of the merger sub- 
committee were present. Capper, 
King, Vandenberg (Republican) of 
Michigan, Blaine (Republican) of Wis- 
consin, and Glass (Democrat) of Vir- 
ginia In front of each of them was a 
printed copy of the reports of Dr. 
Maitbie and the Bureau of Efficiency 

Herbert D. Brown, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency, sat on either side of 
Capper during the conference, but 
neither was called upon to talk. 

Senator Capper aoes not Delieve it 
will be possible to have another hear- 
ing until after the Christmas recess 
When the traction men have submitted 
their reply to Maltbie’s report, a copy 
of it will be sent to Maltbie, so that he 
can prepare a rebuttal to it. This, in 
turn, will be given to the members of 
the subcommittee so that they will have 
all the arguments before them when 
they meet again. 

No decision has as yet been reached 
as to whether future hearings will be 
open. or behind closed doors, as was 
that of yesterday. Chairman Capper, 
however, is known to be in favor of 
open hearings. 


Airplane Remains Still 
In Air, Over Capital 


Thousands of Wshingtonians yester- 
day witnessed the unusual spectacle 
of an airplane apparently standing 
etill suspended in the air over the 
White House. 

The plane, piloted by Stuart Reese, 
of the Washington Airport, was flying 
over the city at an altitude of about 
1,200 feet, carrying several passengers. 
At that height it ran into a headwind 
of about 45 miles an hour velocity. He 
throttled down his motor considerably, 
and the equalization of the wind and 
the forward force of the motor brought 
the plane to a standstill. It remained 
apparently immovable for about ten 
minutes.

SOUTHWEST RESIDENTS 
CALL ‘LOCKUP’ NUISANCE 


Injunction, to Be Passed Upon 
by Higher Court, Orders 
Quarters Removed. 


Ruling the District’s zoning regula- 
tions are as binding on the District 
Commissioners as on the most humble 
of property owners, Justice Jennings 
Bailey in the District Supreme Court 
yesterday granted an injunction per- 
manently restraining maintenance bBy 
the District of the House of Detention 
in an apartment building at 908 B 
street southwest. 

The court’s decree, however, does not 
mean that the District must remove the 
detention house immediately. Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Alexander 
Bell, jr., noted an appeal from the de- 
cision in open court and execution of 
the injunction decree was stayed pend- 
ing the outcome of the case before the 
District Court of Appealg, 

Backed by Southwest’s citizenry, Will- 
leon K. Wimsatt, of 910 B street south- 


west, filed the injunction suit against 
Mrs. Mina Van Winkle, director of the 
House of Detention, and the District 
Commissioners. In his petition, Wim- 


satt declared the location of the “fe- 
male lockup” in the apartment house is 
a violation of the zoning regulations, 
a nuisance and tends to depreciate 
value of property in the immediate 
vicinity 

George Sullivan, counse] for Wim- 
satt, built virtually his entire case 
around the contention that location of 
the House of Detention at the B street 
address consituted a violaion of the 
zoning regulationg because the area was 
zoned as residential. 

Mr. Bell, counsel for the District. 


contended that Congress had authorized 
| the Commissioners to find a suitable 
| place for the detention house. leaving
